Those who have been sealous in pushing torward 
this bill, advocate various alterations in the constitu- 
tion, of which the principal are these, A dimiou- 
tion of the patronage of the Governor, which is anid 
to be more extensive than that of any other republi, 
can Governor in the world, by having & portion of the 
officers appointed by him elected by the people. The 
officers particularty alluded to, are aldermen, magis- 
trates and recorders. 

The Governor is now elected for three years, and is 
chgibie to hold the office nine years in succesmun. Ik 
is proposed that he shall be elected for two years, and 
not hold the office more than four years in succession, 

Our Judges, Justices of Peace, and Aldermen, are 
appointed tor life by the Governor. It is proposed 
that the Judges be elected by the legislature tora 
term of three or six years, and the Justices of Peace 
and Aldermen be elected by the people for a term of 
three years. This is practised ia substance in many 
of our sister states. 

A citizen who has been overlooked in the azsess. 
ment now loses hie vote: one who has not resided in 
the state for the whole of the last two years preceding 
the elecuion, suffers the same myustice, as does also a 
young man between the ages of 21 and 22, whose 
father has removed from the state, or has been de- 
ceased for two years before the election. It ia pro- 


a vote, who has resided in the state three or six 
monthe before the election, and who is not a puble 
pauper. 

Our State Senators are elected for the term of four 
years. It is proposed to shorten their term to two 
years. 

‘The State is now put to great expense by extra elec- 
tions for President, and by the adjournments of the 
Legual over the holidays, It = proposed to re- 
medy thia, by having the state election on the first 
Tuesday of November, so that the Premderital elec. 
tors may be chosen at the same time, and by having 
the Legislature convene on the first ‘Tuesday in Jan- 
uary. 
ft amendments should hereafior be found necessary, 
the Legislature should be authorized to propose them 
to the people, by a vote of two-thirds of both houses 
at One session, or & majority at two succesnive ses- 
sions, and if a majority of the voters at the next elec. 
tion vote for their adopuon, they should then become 
part of the constitution. 

It will be for the Convention, chosen by the peo- 
ple, to decide which of these reforms they will re- 
commend, whether the whole or only a part, and also 
to propose others if they think necessary. The peo- 
ple will afterwards take a vote on the proceedings of 
the Convention, and adopt or reject them as the ma- 
joruy may judge proper.

ETIQUETTE. 

It i a well known fact that the rules of etiquette, 
as regafie the intercourse of citizens and strangers 
are not precisely similar in all parte of the United 
States. Strangers visiting our city are frequently much 
embarrassed trom the circumstance that they are not 
fainhar with our established regulations, and our 
citizens, in ike manner while away trom home, tec! 
themselves unpleasantly situated trom a suniar cause, 
To mainiain the intercouree of society, in a manner 
pleasant to all parties, some understanding in relation 
to etiquette is Hy y, for although a 
well.bred gentleman i# never at a loses how to act, 
either at home or abroad, yet his enjoyments may be 
maternally diminished by being ignorant of the estab. 
lished laws of the society to which he is introduced, 
To throw some hight upon this sulyect, we copy from 
the Phiadelpua Gazette, the following suggestions, 
furmshed by a correspondent of that paper, with a 
view of aiding both citizens and strangers. 

1. When a stranger arrives in a city, he cannot ex- 
nect attentions from any of its inhabitants unless he 
ton acquaintances a a there, or brings letters of 
mtroducuon, or, unless, he be a public man, or a per. 
son of such known distinction or celebrity, as to be 
entitled to civilitves from that tact alone. ‘The reason 
for the rule is obvious, for im no other way ean the 
respectability of the stranger, and lis claus to atten. 
tion, be certainly known, 

2. Wf the stranger has acquaintances residing there, 
and by acquaintances are meant persons with whom 
he has exchanged views on sume former occason, oF 
formed an inumacy by correspondence or by regular 
introduction in society, itis proper for bun unmediate. 
ly to call upon them atier his arrival, or in some other 
way, ¥ that be not convement, to inform them of the 
fact, tor unless be does this, it i not posable tor them 
to know of his bemy in the city. Ht he should not find 
hus acquaintances at home, he should leave a card, hav. 
ing marked upon it the hotel, or number of the private 
dwelling house, at which he lodges. Servants are not 
apt to remember names, and the chances are ten to
